Two very significant announce- 
ments were made at the recent 
council mecting of the L.T.A. The 
First of these was that, In con- 
nection with the Davis .Cup and 
Wirhtman Cup, ‘a suitable num- 
ber of players of both sexes will 
be selected to be put Into trin- 
ing early In the New Year, wilh o 
view to the selection of teams to 
represent Great- Britain.” The 
second was that “it has been de- 
elded to Invite the ranked players 
of both sexes to mect representa- 
tives of the council twice yearly. 
The meetings will be presided 
over by Slr Samucl Hoare, presl- 
dent of the Lawn Tennis Associa 
tion, with a view toa full and free 
discussion of any points of in- 
—teresty that may-artse-from-time-to 

time.” 

These intentions of the council, if 
really carried into cifect, can hardly 
fait to do stood. But whether they 
do so or not, the council will, at any
